vision. 
To this division the sum of 
$125,000,000 in gold should be set over 
from the general fund in the treasury, 
to be used only for redemption pur­

dollars coined therefrom, bought un­ 
der the act of 1890, should be passed to 
the same account. 
Further, that the 
sum of $200,000,000 in the legal ten­ 
der notes of the United States known 
as greenbacks be collected

said issue and redemption division, to 
be disbursed therefrom only upon the 
receipt in exchange therefor of an 
equivalent amount of gold coin. Such 
gold, when so secured, to be held in 
said division as part of the general re­ 
demption fund. 
“2. I recommend that provision be 
made for the issue of refunding loan 
bonds, payable after ten years at the 
pleasure of the government, such bonds 
to bear interest at the rate of 2M> per 
cent per annum, payable, principal and 
interest, in gold coin; and that the 
secretary of the treasury be authorized 
to issue such bonds 
and receive in 
payment therefor, with an equitable 
allowance for the difference in inter­ 
est, any part or all of the outstanding 
loans of the United States which ma­ 
ture by their terms of payment in the 
years 1904, 1907 and 1925. 
“The 
advantage 
involved 
in 
the 
proposed action lies in this: 
It re­ 
moves an ambiguity from our contract 
obligations—an ambiguity 
which 
af­ 
fects 
unfavorably the government 
credit. 
The word ‘coin,’ now used to 
express the obligation in the public 
debt, is an ambiguous word. 
It is no 
doubt understood by the more discrim­ 
inating public creditor to mean 
gold 
coin, and the solemn act of congress 
pledging the maintenance of silver coin 
upon a parity with gold coin makes 
it impossible to 
construe 
the 
word 
‘coin,’ as therein used, to mean any­ 
thing other than gold or its full equiv­ 
alent. 
“Nor is the course thus recommend­ 
ed without wise precedent. 
The ear­ 
lier issues of our government bonds 
were payable in ‘dollars.’ W ith green­ 
backs a legal tender, with gold and 
silver on a substantial commercial par­ 
ity. but both at a large premium over 
paper money, a similar question arose, 
What did ‘dollars’ mean? And in 1869 


it embodies, which result in its failure 
to accomplish the full benefit it ought 
to carry. The requirement of the law 
now makes it impossible to organize a 
bank with a capital of less than $50,- 
000, no matter how small the place in 
which it is to be located or how re­ 
stricted the volume of business there 
to be transacted. 
Because

that, 
with the added expense of taxation, 
both national and local, many commu­ 
nities are deprived of the aid of banks

“In order to obviate to as great an 
extent as possible those objections and 
make the act more harmonious with 
proper business conditions, I recom­ 
mend that it be amended in the fol­ 
lowing particulars: 
“I. Permit national banks to be or­ 
ganized with a minimum capital 
of 
$25,000 in any place having a popula­ 
tion of 2.000 inhabitants or less. 
“2. Reduce the rate of taxation on 
circulating notes secured by deposit of 
bonds to one-half of I per cent per an­ 
num. 
“3. Permit banks now organized or 
hereafter organized to issue circulat­ 
ing notes to the par value of the re­ 
funding bonds hereinbefore suggested, 
when deposited by them 
with 
the 
treasurer of the United States; 
and. 
further, allow such banks as 
shall 
avail themselves of the opportunity to 
deposit as security with the treasurer 
of the United States greenbacks, treas­ 
ury notes or silver certificates to a to­ 
tal amount 
of 
$200,000,000, against 
which there shall be at once issued 
to them by the comptroller of the cur­ 
rency national bank notes to an equal 
amount, it being further provided that 
from time to time .at his convenience, 
the secretary of the treasury 
shall 
substitute for the greenbacks, treas­ 
ury notes 
and 
silver 
certificates so 
deposited to secure circulation bonds 
of the same class and character as the 
refunding bonds first named to 
the 
amount of $200,000,000, such bonds to 
be chargeable to said banks and 
by 
them accounted for at such price (not 
less than par) as the market quota­ 
tions may indicate to be their 
fair 
market value. 
During 
the 
period 
of time intervening between the de­ 
posit of greenbacks,* treasury notes and 
silver certificates and the substitution 
of the bonds by the secretary of the 
treasury the circulating notes specific­ 
ally issued therefor shall be exempt 
from taxation. Upon such substitution 
of bonds the funds released thereby 
shall at once be transferred by 
the 
secretary of the treasury to the issue 
and redemption division. 
“4. After said banks have deposited 
such bonds, greenbacks, treasury notes 
or silver certificates to the amount of 
50 per cent of their capital they shall 
be permitted to issue bank notes in 
addition to the 50 per cent thus pro­ 
vided to the extent of 25 per cent of 
such deposit, which said 25 per cent 
may be unsecured by any direct pledge 
of security, but issued against the as­ 
sets of the bank. 
“5. Extend the guaranty of payment 
by the government to all circulating 
notes of the bank, 
whether 
issued 
against deposited security or against 
assets. 
“6. 
To 
secure 
the 
government 
against loss, if 
any, attaching to its 
guaranty a tax of 2 per cent per an­ 
num on unsecured circulation shall be 
levied to secure a safety fund, which 
fund shall be invested by the secretary 
of the treasury and the comptroller cf 
the currency in government bonds. In 
addition to such funds the government 
shall be further protected by having 
a first lien upon all assets in case of

Such is the final 
opinion of 
the supreme court, from 
which there is no appeal. Neither must 
it be forgotten that use and custom

$100.^00.000 of gold has no warrant in

JOHN E. ENRIGH T’S PARTY IN 
SORE STR AITS. 


TERSE TALES OF THE TOWN 


Shelly's book Btore. 
tonight—First M.

Their Boat W as Sunk By a Rock and 
Though They Have Food Enough, 
Is Is Doubted If They Can Stand 
the 
Severe 
W eather—To Send 
Help. 


A Janesville man and four Chicago 
men are imprisoned in the ice and 
snow hundreds of miles beyond the 
last point c f civilization in the North­ 
w est Territory. 
The Janesville man is John E. E n­ 
right. son of Mr. and Mrs. Patrick En­ 
right cf the Second ward. 
The situation of the men is precari­ 
ous 
A relief expedition will under­ 
take to resue and bring them back to 
civilization. 
The names cf the Chica­ 
go men thus dangerously situated are: 
W. H. Best, F. C. Stevens, Moses Leib- 
raan and Robert Hail. 
The news cf 
their predicament was brought by 
Frederick Meriwether, an old 
miner, 
who left Chicago with the party and 
when they became stuck in toe snow 
tnrned back for help. 
The men to 
whom relief is to be sent, left Chicag* > 
early in September. 
Their intention 
was to go to the Yukon gold country Tickets 25c. 
by the water route by way cf Edmon­ 
ton. 
This route is considered feasible 
when undertaken early in the spring 
w ith a competent guide, but the Chica­ 
go adventurers miscalculated the dif- 
tance they could make before the 
heavy weather set la. 
They thought 
they could reach the Peel River, 
iu 
the far north, and begin prospecting 
early in the spring. 
Instead of tha*. 
they had advanced just far enough to 
preclude the possibility of their re­ 
turn and with more tha . 1,500 miles 
between them and their destination. 


B o a t

toe great boat 
which the party 
had built at Atha­ 
basca Lauding struck a rock, which 
stove a hole in its bottom, after less 
than 200 miles of 
the journey down 
the Athabasca river from the lauding 
had been completed. 
“ Water rushed in .” says Mr. Meri­ 
wether. “ and spoiled part of the pro­ 
visions. 
It is my belief they have pro­ 
visions enough to last them until help 
can reach them if they can withstand 
the weather conditions.”

old board shed, which at one time had 
been used as a temporary fur trading 
pas!, was found, and in it our party 
secured shelter.

Toe 
journey, this way. without dogs and 
sleds, la an equal im possibility at this 
s e a s o L for them without proper guides 
and they have neither of these neces­ 
sities. 
W eath er Very Cold. 
• On my trip back to the Athabasca 
I went through colder weather than I 
oare about again experience g under 
like conditions. 
I took* what I sup­ 
posed was a sufficient supply of provi­ 
sions to get me to Athabasca Landing, 
though I underestimated tha amount. 
I wanted to leave as much as possible 
behind for the men who were to stay. 
and I also did not care to make my 
pack any heavier than was necessary 
As it was. for four cf 
the eighteen 
days I lived on subarctic atmosphere.
